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By an entirely novel arrangement by 
The Constitution, hundreds of persons 
deeply interested in the various elections, 
received from Ohio, Kentucky, Maryland 
and Nebraska last night without leaving 
their homes bulletins on the progress of 
the count. News fresh from the wires 
was flashed over the other wires of the

On election nights a newspaper office 
is a place of apparent chaos.

Each man who received 
an answer to his question was sure to 
tell the news to a dozen of his friends, 
who in turn told others. In this way 
the news reached hundreds other than the 
actual questioners. 

The plan was a novel one—something 
that had never been attempted before. 
Instead of standing out on the streéts or- 
waiting in a newspaper office until a 
late hour, telephone subscribers received 
the news at their homes and without the 
delay of telephonic connection that would 
ordinarily occur. In many localities per- 
sons without ’phones congregated at the 
hemes of their friends and received the 
news.

EFFORT 10 RECOMMIT TAX BILL 


A Bill Was Introduced by Hardwick 
of Washington Calling for a 
Limit to Volunteer Com- 
missions and Provid- 
ing Salaries. 


The debate in the house of representa- 
tives yesterday on a motion to recon- 
sider a railroad bill came near taking a 
sensational turn when the charge was 
made by Mr. Hall, of Bibb, that the effort 
to undo the work of the house had been 
inspired by the agents of railroad cor- 
porations. 

The debate was upon the measure giv- 
ing the plaintiff in a railroad suit tha 
right to bring his suit in the county of 
his residence provided the defendant cor- 
poration had an office or place of business 
in that county. Upon the passage of the 
bill Monday morning there was no evi- 
dence of opposition, although when the 
measure was first read for the third tima 
some days before there was objection 
that the bill was a discrimination against 
the country lawyers in favor of the city 


lawyers. The effort to reconsider yester- 


day came in the nature of a big surprise, | 


although in making the motion Mr. Mc- 
Glaughlin, of Meriwether, stated that he 
did so because he had not considered the 
effect of the measure when it was placed 
on its passage. 

The debate brought to the floor the 
ablest members of the house and the dis- 
cussion took up the greater part of the

Those who contribute on such occa- 
sions do sowith the full knowledgethat 
these fairs are not a financial success 
unless they have in their favor ex- 
ceptional circumstances and condi- 
tions. It is safe to say that no indi- 


' vidual in his right mind ever contrib- 


uted to the support of a fair in the 
expectation that he would make money 
out of the operation. He may hope 
for reimbursement, but he knows full 
well that the hope has small bas’s. It 


the various interests of his commu- 


_hity should reap some substantial ad- 
| vantage from the crowds that may be 


attracted by the exhibition. 

But the spectacle we have before 
us, amusing to disinterested persons, 
but humiliating, we assume, to Macon 
as a community, presents all the con- 
siderations we have named in a shape 
unique for Georgia, and decidedly con- 
tradictory to all the traditions of Ma- 
con and middle Georgia. In discuss- 
ing it, its unique character weighs 
upon us. We have nothing by which 
we can measure it; it is without par- 
allel or precedent in the history of the 
state, so far as we know. 

Columbus is now holding a street 
fair which gives great promise pf suc- 
cess. Brunswick is to have a South- 
east Georgia fair, whg:h is sure to at- 
tract the attention of the people. Other 
towns are to have fairs of some impor- 
tance. We advise these various towns 
to look well to their interests, for 
should these 212 citizens of Macon who 
are “out for the. stuff” fail to mulct 
the State Agricultural Society, pr have 
their amusing injunction dissolvea, 
there is nothing to prevent them from 
garnishing the results of other fairs, 
no matter under whose auspices the 
exhibitions were held. 

The affair, however amusing. doesn’t 


_have a pretty look for Georgia or for 
_Macon. and it is with pleasure that we 


note that the conservative people of 
Macon repudiate the action of the 
movants in the suit. 
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The Receivership Evil. 

The report of the grand jury of Ful- 
ton county in reference to indiscrim}- 
nate attacks on business institutions 
will attract general attention. 

Business is as sensitive as the honor 
of a woman—once insinuated against, 
the whisper keeps on with its work, 
and can never be recalled. The fact 
that an irresponsible person can swear 
to any allegation he pleases, and thus 
drag inio doubt the reputation of any 
business man, is so appalling that the 
‘wonder is at its existence at all. There 
is not a business in the world, no 
maiter how many thousands or mil- 
lions there may be behind it, which 
is ready at all hours of the day or the 
night to be brought into court with a 
short jerk. No business man can exist 
without the element of risk or credit, 
upon ‘which it takes time to realize. 
The profit, in fact, consists fully as 
much in the time necessary as in the 
capital employed. For any one to have 
the power to break into this develop- 
ment, to destroy credit and to accel- 
erate failure, is a crime against busi- 
ness which should be provided against. 

In this connection it might be wel! 
to go farther and insist that an attor- 
ney should see to it that he is not be- 
ing made a mere tool of to wreak pri- 
vate vengeance or injustice against 
men in business. It will not do to 
plead his retainer as being the arft- 
sufficient excuse. He should become 
satisfied that he has a eood case 
which will stand the scrutiny of court, 
and when so satisfied. he shonld de 
prepared to give a sufficient bond for 
the damage which his action may 
eause. The giving of such a bond can 
he no hardshin where the case is gonnd.

As matters now exist, any merchant 
or banker in the city may wake up 
in the morning to find his name Dia- 
zoned in the court records, so that he 
will be financially ruined.

The prosecutor is not worth the paper 
upon which his complaint was wril- 
ten, while the attorney who lent him 
his brain pleads his retainer. Even 
in cases which have merit, they often 
extend further than their original pur- 
pose and do an evil to the public.

not be permitted to say heediessly in 
court that for which he would be ac- 
countable if spoken upon the streets. 
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Where the Trouble Lies. 


In The Atiantic Monthly for Novem- 
bér, Booker ‘I. Washington has the 
place of honor. His article on the 
negro problem in the south occupies 
the first pages, and deserves to do so, 
for he not only discusses the most 
important question now before the 
people, but brings to bear upon it a 
style, a method and an experience 
that are not to be matched by any 
other writer whose name has appeared 
in this the most literary American and 
the most exclusive of New England 
magazines. 

Rooker Washington writes as well 
as he speaks, which is saying a-great 
deal for his ability, and though he is 
restrained to some extent by what 
seems to be expedient, it is plain to 
be seen that his view of the negro 
problem is in nowise different from 
that of the most enlightened whites 
of the south. This fact seems to mark 
the beginning of the solution of the 
problem. We have read his articie 
carefully, and we cannot find anything 
in it calculated to invite serious dis- 
agreement, It is the wisdom and con- 
servatism of such men as Booker 
Washington that are bound to save 
the negro race at last. 

With great force and clearness, the 
president of Tuskegee institute puts 
his finger on the source and fountain 
of what is known as race prejudice in 
the south. Such a thing was never 
heard of before the war. ‘The sons 
of the slave owners used to work in 
the fields with the negroes during the 
day and join in their frolics at night, 
and such a thing as prejudice or en- 
mity was never heard of. It was left 
to new conditions to develop new feel- 
ings. But not even emancipation and 
enfranchisement would have devel- 
oped race prejudice if there had been 
no intermeddling on the part of those 
who, whatever their intentions may 
have been, were and are as ignorant 
of the situation in the south as if they 
lived on another planet. 

These good people, living mainly in 
New England and being imbued with 
various sentimental ideas which have 
been miscalled philanthropy, con- 
ceived it to be their mission to advo- 
cate social equality between the whites 
and the blacks at the south. They es- 
tablished a propaganda and began a 
crusade with that end in view. They 
demanded that the southern people 
should put in practice toward the ne- 
groes a system of social equality which 
the New England people have never 
practiced among themselves. 

The politicians caught up the idea 
and advocated it, and the representa- 
tives of New England in congress, 
notably Charles Sumner, a man of 
great ability, thundered forth the doc- 
trine in their speeches and endeav- 
ored to embody it in the law. Now, 
while we do not doubt the sincerity 
of these politicians, we have no doubt 
whatever of the good intentions of 
the people who were responsible for 
their action. They were influenced by 
motives of philanthropy, and by a 
whimsical desire to promote ideas that 
they regarded as humane. If some 
one had suggested that they should 
practice what they preached, not 
among the negroes, but among the 
whites, probably they would have 
opened their eyes to the folly of their 
demands. 

But the crusade came at a time 
when the southern people were suf- 
fering all the humiliation of defeat, 
and they felt that the politicians of 
New England, the m@gn who controlled 
the republican party, were plfling on 
the agony, and they resented it by 
turning their backs on the negro. We 
do not say they were justified in this, 
but they acted according to the im- 
pulses of human nature. In any event, 
they would have been compelled to 
take the course they did, for the rea- 
son that the gorthern and republican 
propaganda in behalf of social equal- 
ity for the negro gave the ignorant 
politicians of that race totally false 
ideas of their rights, privileges and 
duties, and thesg false ideg; have not 
been unlearned to this day. 

The most pitiable resvgt of this 
propaganda is the fact that the claims 
made in behalf of the negro, larger ana 
more important than any the white 
race has ever made in its own behalf, 
have been the means of convincing 
the large majority of the educated ne- 
groes that they belong to a race set 
apart as superior to the ordinary 
events and demands of the day or the 
period; that this mace is under the 
special and immediate guardianship of 
the government, and that in some spe- 
cial way, without any effort of its 
own, it is to be lifted up and placed 
in the seats of the mighty. The ne- 
groes have progressed rapidly, but 
this idea has acted as a brake upon 
their progress. They would have had 
more substantial sympathy from their 
white friends and neighbors if they 
had promptly adjusted themselves to 
the practical and substantial facts of 
the situation. 

The northern editors, as Booker 
Washington intimates, are responsible 
for all the race prejudice that exists 
in the south today. If they had un- 
derstood the situation and had _ dis- 
cussed it with more sympathy for the 
whites engaged in dealing with the 
knots and tangles of the problen, they 
would have accomplished a great deal 
of good in place of the evil which they 
have sown broadcast. Any northern 
person who has lived in the south 
half a dozen years will understana 
what we mean and appreciate the 
full force of our suggestion. 

Opposition to the enfranchisement 
of the negro is not based on the fact 
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that they are colored, nor even on the 


fact that they have no idea of their 
political obligations and responsi bili- 
Lies—we mean their obligations to the 
community in which they live. A 
northern man comes to Georgia to 
make his home here. He may be par- 
tisan from his head to his heels, Dut 
when election day comes, his judg- 
ment and his common seuse compel 
him to subordinate his partisansalp 
to the interests of his neighbors and 
his community. He feels and knows 
that these interests are identical with 
his own in every respect, and however 
much of a republican partisan he may 
be in national affairs, he will volte. in 
local matters as his local interests dic- 
tate. 

The negroes, on the other hand, witi 
few exceptions, have only to know 
what will be to the advantage of their 
white neighbors to oppose it. They 
voie not only as aliens, but as ene- 
mies, and they do this because the 
northern editors and philanthropists 
have taught them to believe that their 
white neighbors are their enemies. 

In the facts we have set forth lies 
the whole source of such friction as 
has arisen between the two races. 
Some of it may appear to have a 
different origin, but it ig not so. How- 
ever diverse its manifestations may 
be, it all comes from the fact that 
negroes who have the rights of citl- 
zens refuse to respond to the obliga- 
tions of citizenship. 

Another Exposure of Mr. Neill. 

The New York Sun does not find 
much to commend in Mr. Neill. 

After describing the controversy in 
which Mr. Neill was brought to time 
by Mr. Hyde for falsifying the gov- 
ernment rain reports, The Sun goes on 
to say: 

Now, while we wish to state most em- 
phatically that we have never heard a syl- 
lable spoken against Mr. Neill’s integrity 
and that we believe him to be an abso- 
lutely honest men, yet it !s obvious that 
any such position as he occupies must be 
Very uncomfortable for an honest man 
to be in. It certainly imposes upon him 
strenuous obligations of reticence and ex- 
treme carefulness. Indeed, one would 
think that Mr. Neill would wish to stop 
issuing crop estimates or would issue 
them as rarely as possible and at such 
late dates in the season that they would 
not work mischiel. 

It is not probable, after this year, 
that any importance will be attached to 
anything that Mr. Neili will say or do. 
Having played havoc so long with 
those who were so little able to stand 
it, he has thrown his eredulous fol- 
lowers into the ditch, where they will 
have to pay dearly for their experi- 
ence,

Choctaw Squaws in Demand. 

‘There is a Wiid rush on the part ot 
White men for indsan brides in the 
Choctaw nation jusic now, wich is al- 
tracting a good deal Oi allention. 
"News reports from that section de- 
clare that hundreds of tents are 
pitched along the horders Gecupied by 
white men who are on the lookout 
for dusky spouses to bring them com- 
fort and wealth, for sordid as the lat- 
ter suggestion is, it lies at the bottom 
of the new seizure of the Virgins. tor 
many years a white Man Marrying a 
Choctaw squaw immediately became 
the owner of 550 aeres of choice land 
in that nation and was allotted so 
much money every year by the govern- 
ment for each member of the famliy. 
Consequently the more children in the 
family the larger the amount of money 
received. This rule and the fact that 
the Choctaw women are naturally and 
exceetiingly attractive have made them 
much sought after by white suitors. 
A few weeks ago the Dawes commyis- 
sion issued an order providing that 
after November 1, 1899, a man who 
was not of Choctaw 
an Indian woman should not be al- 


lowed to share in the lands and money | 


of the tribe. This ruling caused the 


men who were anxious to share the | 


fortunes of squaws to marry much 
earlier than they had intended. Con- 
sequently the Choctaw nation country 
has been filled by white men hunting 
wives, and since the order was made 
more than six hundred Indian women 
have been married to white men. 


It is stated as a curious fact that | 
the great majority of Choctaw mald- | 
ens prefer to marry white men, and 


will not look at an Indian unless as a 
last resort. They are almost white, 
with beautiful complexions. As a rule 
they are well educated, and with the 
550 acres apiece as a dowry, are In 
great demand.

He studied 
law, but never practiced. preferring to 
engage in business as a merchant and 
banker. At the age of twenty-nine his 
merits were so well recognized by the 
people that he was made a member of the 
convention that framed the first constitu. 
tion of the state, and after that for eight 
years he served in the state senate. In 
the national republican convention which 
nominated Abraham Lincoln for the presi- 
dency Saunders had a seat, and the fol 
lowing year he was made governor of the 
territory of Nebraska, an office he held 
until 1867, when Nebraska was made »

state. At the beginning of the war Ne 
braska had a population of only 9,00, 
but under Governor Saunders’s leadership 
it furnished 3,000 men for the national 
armies, at the same time carrying on 
successful operations against hostile In- 
dians. As commissioner to organize the 
Pacific railway, the governor was instru- 
mental in causing the Union Pacific to 
cross the Missouri river at Omaha in- 
stead of at a point lower down the 
stream, and al} during the time of con- 
struction of the road he interested him- 
self in its progress. In 1868 he was again 
a member of a republican national con- 
vention. From 1877-83 he served in the 
United States senate. One of his greatest 
accomplishments while holding this office 
was the readjustment of the northern 
boundary line of the state, whereby 
600,000 acres were added to the state's 
territory. In late years Mr. Saunders 
had lived a quiet life, except when some 
matter of public importance appealed to 
his interest. He leaves a daughter, who 
is the wife of Major Russell Harrison, son 
of former President Harrison.

Associate Justice McCoy, in his dissenting 
opinion, says: ‘I think the state a proper 
party to this bill As a matter of course, if the 
companies have the right to make the contract, 
the bill is not a good bill in the name of any- 
body.

On one 
of its faces was a figure representing the 
genius of the colony offering a skein of 
silk to his majesty, with the motto, ‘‘Hinc 
laudem sperate coloni,” and there was 
the cir- 
cumference, ‘‘Sigillum provinciae nostrae 
Georgiae in America.’’ On the other side 
hig majesty’s arms, crown, garter, sup- 
porters and motto were delineated, to- 
gether with the insgription, ‘‘Georgius II, 
Dei gratia magrae Britanniae Franciae et 
Hiberniae rex, fidei defensor. Brunsvict 
et Lunebergi dux, sacri Romani imperi 
archi Thesaurarius et princips elector.” 
Of this seal, which, in point of size, 
exactly harmonized with those sent to 
North and South Carolina, the governor 
Was constituted the custodian and in him 
were reposed. judicial prerogatives akin 
to what were exercised by the high chan- 
eellor of England. Aside from his 
military and naval supremacy within his 
jurisdictional limits, he was the only 
functionary to whom absolute authority 
in regard to the governance of the general 
assembly of the commonwealth was con- 
fided. He could, at will, convoKe or ad- 
journ that body. as his judgment dic- 
tated. and upon his veto or approval the 
success or failure of its bills exclusively 


depended. The — official title of that 
dignitary was ‘captain general and 
governor-in-chief of his majesty s 
province in Georgia, and vice ad- 


mira] of the same,’’ and from the com- 
prehensiveness of the language used, we 
can easily infer how unbounded was the 
scope of his potentiality. 

Such was the influential station where- 
to Captain John Reynolds, the primal 
royal governor, was now to be introduced. 
Reaching Savannah late in October, 17%, 
amid acclamations of public delight, he 
proceeded at orce to the assumption of 
the duties for the discharge of which he 
had been appointed. .One of his first acts 
was to make a tcur of inspection through 
the province, so that he might acquaint 
himself fully with regard to existing 
conditions. During this trip, so impress- 
ed was he with the natural advantages 
offered by the great Ogeechee river that 
he designated a bluff, about fourteen 
miles above its mouth, as the site for a 
new settlement. 

This was early in 1755, and when, in 
pursuance of his instructions, the pro- 
jected town had been laid out, Governor 
Reynolds named it Hardwicke, in honor 
of his relative, the lord high chancellor 
of England. Writing of this town, he 
said: “It has a charming situation, the 
winding of the river making it a penin- 


sula. and it is the only fit place for a 
capital.’’ Being in no sympathy with 
the idea of retaining Savannah as the 


seat of government, because, in his opin- 
ion, it was objectionable for many rea- 


sons, among them being the location of 


the place, the shoaliness of the stream 
at that point. and “‘the great height of

They say the practice {s a great and 
growing evil and urge the legisiators of 
the county to take steps to reform the 
laws.

The jurors also take up the question of 
placing the county Officials on a salary 
and urge that such a law be passed as 
would cause this reform.

The attention of the grand jury has been 
called by numerous good citizens to two sub- 
jects, that we consider of such importance, and 
no less our duty, to make special presentments 
thereof to your honor, at this time and through 


power of the state to the same. 

1. The great and growing evil and damage 
being constantly done the business interests 
of the state by designing and irresponsibls 
persons, seeking through the courts to put 
corporations, firms and Individuals into the 
hands of receivers. As the law now stands 
any person can secure the services of an 
attorney and attack the integrity 
business concern with perfect immunity from 
liability. It matters not how much damage 
the defendant sustains, or to what 
put to in defending the attack, he has no 
recourse whatever. It is a lamentable and 
notorious report, and currently believed, that 
there are attorneys, regardless of the ethics of 
their profession and the law against barratry, 
who not only encourage Htigation of 
character, but personally, or through hired 
emissaries, hunt up stockholders and creditors 
of corporations, etc., and by misrepresentation 
secure them as parties plaintiff in suits of this 
kind, with a view of wrecking the institution 
and getting a large percentage of the assets 
for ‘‘bringing the money into court’’ or with 
the hope of levying blackmail in the name of 
afee for desisting in the further prosecution cf 
the suit. Many temporarily embarrassed but 
solvent concerns have been wrecked by these 


attacks, when if let alone Would soon recoven |

saily the case that when the assets of an 
estate administered by a receiver are dis- 


tributed the larger portion goes to others than | 


the stockholders. 

We respectfully submit that the courts are 
open for the collection of any debt by due 
course and process of law, and that the bank- 
rupt law is all sufficient to adjudicate insol- 
vencies. That the practice referred to is an 


abiding menace to the prosperity and business | 


interests of the state; that it does not encour- 
age and foster in the mind of the citizen a 


reverence for the majesty of the law and re- | 


spect for the courts and their officers, but 
quite the contrary. 
should be remedied. We, therefore, suggest, 
and urgently recommend, our immediate repre- 
sentatives in the legislature, as well as the 
representatives from the several counties of 
the state (all being equally interested) to in- 
troduce without delay and press to passage 
a law containing a provision compelling any 
person, before filing a bill for injunction and 
receiver against a corporation, firm or indi- 
vidual, to first enter into good and sufficient 
bond payable to defendant, in amount sufficient

incurred in defending the suit,

We confidently appeal to the Fulton county 
bar to lend its influence and active aid to 
carry out these recommendations. 

SECOND—COUNTY OFFICIALS. 

We are convinced that it is the almost unan- 
imous desire of the taxpayers of Fulton county 
that her county officials be placed on salary 
in lieu of the present system.of paying them 
in commissions, fees, fines and forfeitures. 
Several grand juries in the recent past have 
made the same recommendations. Efforts have 
been made to ascertain the annual income of 
the several officers, but as there is no law 
compelling the officers to disclose 
ceipts, such efforts have been without result, 
Take into consideration the enormous amount 
of litigation had in our different courts in 
almost perpetual session, and the number of 
criminals annually prosecuted, every case of 
which produces costs; the amount of fines and 
forfeitures assessed against violators of the 
criminal law, the large amount of taxes as- 
sessed and coilecteg costing the county large 
Add these 
sums together and the aggregate would be 
enormous. Sufficient, it is believed, to pav 
just and liberal salaries to each official, and 
produce a revenue that will go largely to- 
ward making our courts gself-sustaining, an 
relieve the taxpayers of a heavy burden. 

The city of Atlanta pays her officials sala- 
ries, and gets the services of good and com- 
petent men and saves largely thereby. There 
is no good reason why the county should not 
do the same. 

We, therefore, earnestly recommend our rep- 
resentatives in the legislature at the present 
session to use their best endeavors to have en- 
acted a law that will effectuate this change,) 
making it applicable to the offices of sheriff, 
clerk of the superior court, tax receiver, tax 
collector, solicitors of the superior and city 
courts. Said salaries to be recommended by 


the grand jury and approved by the judge of | 


the superior court, or in such other manner 
as the legislature in its wisdom may deem 
just and to the best interests of the county.

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MUCH TALK OF 
BAKING POWDERS 


Interesting Session of Senate Judielary 
Committee. 


M’CANDLESS 


Testify That Use of Alum as Ingre- 
dient Not Necessarily Harmful. 


WHITE AND 


GROCERS ATTACK BAKING POWDER TRUST 


Action of Wholesale Grocers—Dr., 
White’s Statement—Final Action 
Not Takn by Committee. 


The respective merits or demerits of 
different kinds of baking powders were 
gone into at some length yesterday after- 
noon when the Steed bill was before the 
senate committee on general judiciary. 
There was practically a full attendance 
of the committee with Senator Fouche 
presiding, and there were also present 
a number of gentlemen interested in the 
bill which has created a good deal of 
discussion throughout the state. 

The principal features of yesterday’s 
hearing were the statements made to 
the committee by Dr. White, professor 
of chemistry at the State university, and 
Professor McCandless, the state chemist. 
In addition to these gentlemen, Messrs. 
H. Y. McCord and J. E. Maddox, repre- 
senting the Wholesale Grocers’ Associa- 
tion; Mr. Morehouse, the baking powder 
manufacturer of Savannah, and Mr. 
Laird, of Richmond, gave testimony in 
opposition to the passage of the bill. Sam 
Adams, attorney of Savannah, also made 
a brief statement of reasons why it was 
contended the bill should not pass. It 
was expected that Mr. Steed, the author 
of the bill, would conclude the argument, 
but owing to the lateness of the hour and 
to his own physical disability, he suggest- 
ed that he would rather make his argu- 
ment later, and the committee, therefore, 
adjourned until 9 o’clock this morning. 

The Text of the Bill. 

Both Dr. White and Professor McCand- 
less stated to the committee that baking 
powders in which alum is one of the in- 
gredients are not necessarily harmful. It 
seems to be the impression of those who 
are opposing the bill that it is aimed at 
such powders. The bill itself is general 
in its terms and reads as follows: 


An act to prevent the use of unhealthy 
chemicals or substances in the prepara- 
tion or manufacture of any article used 
or to be used in the preparation of food. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of the state of Georgia, and it 
is hereby enacted by the authority of 
the same, that it shall bé unlawful for 
any person or corporation doing business 
in this state to manufacture, sell or offer 
to sell any article, compound or prepar- 
ation for the purpose of being used or 
which is intended to be used in the pre- 
paration of food, tn which article, com- 
pound or preparation there is any arsenic, 
calomel, bismuth, ammonia or alum. 

Section 2. Be it further enacted, that 
any person or corporation violating the 
provision of this act shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and shall. unon 
conviction, be fined not less than $109. 
which shall be patd into and become part 
of the road fund of the county in which 
such fine is collected. ' 

Section 3. Be it further #@nacted that 
all laws and parts of laws in conflict 
with this act be and the same are hereby 
repeaied. 


The Residue To Be Considered. 

One thing which both chemists made 
very plain to the committee was thai 
there is no alum in bread baked wit} 
the alum baking powder, just as there 
is no cream of tartar in bread made by 
The rest- 
due left by each powder {s not at all that 
which goes into the composition of the 
powder itself and that in the considera- 
tion of the question it is the residue and 
not the composition of the powder which 
counts. 

The committee had invited these chem- 
ists to give their views and in fixing 
rules for the hearing it was decided that 
they were to be given all the time they 
desired in which to make their state- 
ments, while the opponents of the bill and 
its friends were to be restricted to thir- 
ty minutes on a side. There was consid- 
erable dissatisfaction among the oppo- 
nents of the measure at this arrange- 
ment because they expected, through 
their attorney, Mr. Adams, to submit a 
large amount of testimony bearing out 
their contention: but it was pointed out 
that the time of the committee was lim- 
ited and it would be impossible to do any 
better for them than this. 

Dr. White’s Testimony. 
Dr. White was first called. His testi- 


| mony was in reality the feature of the 


session for he went at length into the 
question from a chemical and physiologi- 
cal standpoint. He showe.w that he had 
given much time and attention to the 
question and in the course of his remarks 
explained that it was no new study with 
him, because he has for a number of 
years been a member of the pure food 
congress or association, and a member 
of one of its leading committees. He said 
that it seemed to him the question pre- 
sented three aspects; first its legal as- 
pect, involving the question of interstate 
commerce, which was for the members of 
the committee to consider in their capac- 
ity as lawyers and concerning which he 
had nothing to say. Second, its chemi- 
cal bearing, and, third, the physiological 
effect of the use in food stuffs of the 
chemicals named in the bill. He criticised 
one feature of Mr. Steed’s bill—that is 
the use of the words “arsenic, calomel or 
bismuth,’’ saying that he knew of no 
food stuffs whatever in which these ar- 
ticles appeared and he could see no rea- 
son for including them in a measure of 
this kind. As for ammonia, he knew of 
no record of any case in which ammonia 
was used in any quantity to justify in- 
vestigation, though perhaps it might oc- 
casionally be used. 

He devoted his time, therefore, princi- 
pally to a discussion of the merits of 
those baking powders in which alum 
is an ingredient and tlifrew light also 
upon the effect of those powders in which 
cream of tartar enters. He prefaced his 
remarks, however, by explaining that it 
was absolutely necessary that bread 
should be porous; that porosity is ab- 
solutely essential to its healthfulness. 
Three methods are used to secure this 
end—one is through the use of air beaten 
into the dough, as in beaten biscuft; the 
infusion of air as in what are known’ as 
aerated breads, and the use of baking 
powders. : 

Conjecture Not Testimony. 
He emphasized the fact that it is not the

composition of the powder which is to be| 


bread which the consumer takés into 
the system. The agitation in HKngland 
against the use of alum in bread was not, 
he said, against baking powders; but 
against alum used as a substance to 
whiten the bread, for in this instance the 
alum would enter into the system. But 
this was not at all the case, he continued, 
in alum baking powders. The residue 
from cream of tartar powders is rochelle 
salts, and it is estimated that about as 
much rochelle salts is left in a loaf of 
bread made from a pound of flour as 
would enter into a sefdlitz powder. 1t had 
not been demonstrated that this ts dele- 
terious to the health, although there afe 
chemists who claim that it is. 

The same thing is true of the residue 
from alum powders—that is, that it has 
not been demonstrated that they are dele- 
terlous, although there are claims to that 
effect. ‘These claims,” said Dr. White, 
“are based entirely on conjecture and not 
on testimony. So far as I know there is 
not a case on record in which the dele- 
terious effect of bread made from these 
baking powders has been demonstrated.”’ 

He told of an experience of his own in 
which he had a whole box of ithe alum 
baking powder made up into bread and 
ate it all without feeling any pad effects 
whatever; but this, he pointed out, was 
no more conclusive experiment than oth- 
ers which had been made and which it 
was gontended showed the contrary. 

“IT am quite of the opinion,” said Dr. 
White, “that it has not been proven at all 
conclusively that the use of alum in the 
proportions that it is used in baking 
powders is harmful to the people.”’ 

One Kind as Well as Another. 

He said that there was a much greater 
residue left by the cream of tartar powder 
than by the alum powder. When ques- 
tioned as to the use of alum in bread, Dr. 
White emphasized again the fact that 
alum and the residue from alum powder 
are entirely different things... He was 
asked as to the uniformity in which 
alum entered {in the composition of the 
baking powder, and whether the composi- 
tion was such as to bring the results 
which he had described—whether, in other 
words, the alum was put into powder in 
proper proportions. He said, cf course 
this was a matter of chemical caiculation 
and that it was possible for manufac- 
turers to have a chemical formula by 
which their product could be properly 
proportioned. In response to other ques- 
tions, he made it 
at all necessary for a skilled chemist to 
mix the ingredients. He had experiment- 
ed with one of these powders by spreading 
the contents of a can out before him and 
taking up portions of the 
twenty different places. The result of this 
experiment was the discovery that the 
powder was absolutely uniform ‘hrough- 
out. 

“IT see no reason,” said Dr. White, ‘‘why 
people should not use one kind of powder 
as well as another. The whole question 
is as to the residues left in the bread. 
Are they harmful? It has, in my opinion, 
not been conclusively proven by any 
means that any of these residues are un- 
healthful. I am unable to discriminate 
one from the other.”’ 

Professor McCandless Favors. 

Professor McCandless was next called. 
He stated that Professor White had gone 
over the. ground so thoroughly that it 
would not be necessary for him to do 
anything more than read to the committee 
some of the experiments which had been 
made. The effect of these was in the 
main that the alum powders were likely 
to retard digestion to some’extent. These 
were, however, chemical experiments, and 
in his opinion physfological experiments 
alone could decide the question. ‘I don't 
think,’’ said he, ‘“‘: that it has been con- 
clusively proven that either one or the 
other class of powders f deleterious to 
the health.

Professor MeCandless read at 
length from the opinion of the president 
of the association of public analysts of 
England, who held that alum powders 
were injurious {n their effect. Mr. Adams’s 
cross-questioning on this brought out the 
fact that the English courts had decided 
twice against the writer in the case he 
was discussing in this particular article. 

Professor ‘McCandless criticised, as Dr. 
White had done, the wording of the Steed 
bill and the linking together of 
polsons with ammonia and alum. In 1e- 
sponse to a question from Mr. Adams he 
again said that he could not as an expert 
say that alum powders had been proven to 
be harmful. His reading had shown him 
that leading chemists were very 
divided in their opinion. 

Opponent of the Measure. 

Mr. Adams did not endeavor to make 
anything like a long argument against the 
bill because of the shortness of time at his 


command. He pointed out, however, the 


denger there would be in a legislative body 
attempting to legislate against everything 
which chemists or physicians «§ experts 
claim is harmful. This wouid result in a 
flood of legislation against tobacco, tea 
and coffee and other articles of constant 
use. He contended that there should be 
no such legislation unless it were based 
on a clear and absolute proof of the 
harmful effect of the articles and argued 
this was certainly not proved in this case. 

Mr. Morehouse, of Savannah, who is 
president of the largest baking powder 
manufacturing concern in the state, ex- 
plained his business and told of the very 
large proportion of the business which 
is done by the alum powders in Georgia. 
He discussed the amount of cost which 
the passage of this bill would involve to 
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the people of the state; estimating the 
extra cost as high as $2,000,000. He em- 
phasized particularly his conviction that 
he was not engaged in the manufacture 
of an article that was at all harmful to 
the consumants. In reply to the questions 
of Mr. Steed, he said that, while his 
formula was a business secret, he used 
approximately 33 per cent of alum in the 
make up of his powder. He seemed to be 
strongly of the conviction that the real 
fight was that being made by what he 
termed the baking powder trust against 
the independent manufacturers, 


Talk of Trusts. - 


“Why do you call it a trust?’ asked 


Mr. Steed. 
“Well. I know it took about $2,000,000 
and mixed it with $18,000,000 of water, 


and is now a giant company with a 
capitalization of $20,000,000. It may not 
be technically a trust, but it is a triét 


as most of us regard trusts.” 

There was considerably more trust talk 
in the course of the meeting. H. Y. Mc- 
Cord and J. EB. Maddox, both prominent 
wholesale grocers of Atlanta, had a few 
words to say to the committee. Mr. Mc- 
Cord read a communication from the offi- 
cers of the Wholesale Grocers’ Associa- 
tion of Atlanta, deputing them to repre- 
sent that assoctation at the hearing and 
urging them to fight the bill. This com- 
munication spoke of the “baking powder 
trust,’ and Mr. McCord said it was the 
unanimous opinion of the dealers that 
they did not want to ibe placed in the 
clutches of any more trusts. 

‘We have all kinds of trusts now,’ said 
he. “and they are sapping the life out 
of the business of the country.”” He said 
that he had rever handled an article 
which he believed to be injurious to the 
health of the people and never would. 

Mr. Maddox said that, in his opinion, 
the clear and lucid statement of Profes- 
sor White ought to settle the whole ques- 
tion. If he had been the attorney for the 
opponents of the Dill, he would have 
rested upon that; if he had been the at- 
torney for the bill, he would simply have 
withdrawn his case. He said that it made 
little difference to the dealers what po'®%- 
der they handled, ‘because they were mid- 
dle men and in reality handled them 
both, but the great majority of the people 


of Georgia used the cheaper powders, 
which had alum in the'r composition, 


and he had never heard of a case of any 
injury being done by them. 

Mr. Laird. of Richmond. who repre- 
sents a firm manufacturing alum baking 
powder, which is largely used in Georg- 
sia,‘ was the last person to testify. In 
the course of the discussion Senator Steed 
had asked some questions indicating 
the existence of a law of congress pre- 
venting the sale in the District of Co- 
lumbia of beking powders containing 
alum. Mr. Laird stated that his concern 
has a large sale in the District of Co- 
lumbia and they krew of no such law. 

To Conclude Today. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Laird’s state- 
ment, Senator Steed stated that he did 
not care to make his argument at this 
time, and upon motion of Senator Bran- 
nen the committee adjourned until 9 
© clock this morning. 


SENATOR STEED TALES. 


He Explains the Purpose of His Bill 
and Refers to Counter-Arguments. 


Senator Steed was seen after the ad- 
journment of the committee, and in ex- 
planation of the bill introduced by him 
in the senate, had the following to say: 

I have been disposed to give to everyone 
whose interests are to be effected by the enact- 
ment of the pure food bill into law a full and 
complete hearing, so we feel that the bill is 
a good one and will stand the test of all op- 
position interest of the. people of 
the state is to be taken into consideration.

It has been stated that no chemist can 
mix a baking powder from alum and bicar- 
bonate of soda so as to give a uniform pow- 
der. The evils of dyspepsia are well known 
to have grownh upon the people in the past 
twenty years. Some of the authorities who 
share this opinion are Dr. H. A. Mott, chem- 
ist for the United States government; Pro- 
fessor H B. Prescott, president University 
of Michigan; Professor V. C. Vaughan, of 
the University of Michigan; Professor KE.

Wayne, of Cincinnati; Dr. George F. Barker, 
of the University of Pennsylvania. Aside from 
these adverse opinions to the use of baking 
powders, it is a well known fact even among 
laymen that alum is a powerful irritant and 
a stringent, fifteen grains of which has been 
known to kill a child. 

There has been no legitimate argument ad- 
vanced against the real merits of the pure 
food bill. IL do not see how any sane man 
could object to pure food or any law look- 
ing to the purification of our food articles. 
The strongest objection advanced by Mr. Moore- 
house, the alum baking powder man, is that 
if my bill becomes a law it will run him 
out of business and put the baking powder 
business in the hands of a trust. The question 
would naturally arise as to whether the peo- 
ple would prefer to contend with the trus‘s 
or prefer Mr. Moorehouse’s alum baking pow- 
ders, which he admits contain at least 33 
per cent of alum and the cost of which he 
admits is only 4 cents a pound.

‘Mr. Hall was one of the most pdominent 
citizens of the city, having lived here for 
many years and having been connected 
with some of the largest enterprises estab- 
lished here in the past. He is survived 
by five children, his wife having died last 
June. The children, Samuel M. Hall, of 
New York; David G. Hall, Mrs. J. Ih 
Boynton, of Texas; Joseph J. and Harry 
Hall, of New York. 

All the children, who were absent at the 
time of the death, have been telegraphed. 
They will be here, except Mrs. Boynton, 
who is so ill she cannot leave her bed. 

Seventy-three years ago, Mr. Hall was 
born in Walpole, N. Y¥., but many years 
before the civil war came south to make 
his fortune. He first Hved at Rome, Ga., 
where he engaged in railroad business. 
He went to Rome after spending a few 
days in Atlanta, then a very small vil- 
lage. 

While in that city he maried Miss Mary 
Morgan.

THE PASSING THRONG. 


Mr. K. Yokoo, sub-manager of the 
Naigal Wata Kaisha, of Osaka and Kobe, 
Japan, is a guest of the Kimball and 
will remain in the city for a few days. 

As his name indicates, Mr. Yokoo is 
a native Japanese. ‘“‘Nalgai Wata Kal- 
sha’’ is not so easy—it might mean to the 
average American anything from a tea 
house to a china store. 
English the three words stand for Home 
and Foreigp Cotton Company. 

Mr. Yokoo’s visit to the south {is In the 
interest of his house, one of the largest 
cotton manufacturing concerns in the 
orient. 
purpose of buying cotton for the large 
mills of Kobe. Just before coming to 
Atlanta he purchased from several large 
factors in Texas 6,000 bales at an average 
price of 6% cents per pound. This 
amount will be shipped to Kobe by way 
of San Francisco. He had intended pur- 
chasing more cotton in Atlanta, but 
found the freight rates from this point 
were too high. 

This is Mr. Yokoo’s first visit to this 
ecuntry and he {is naturally deeply in- 
terested in America and Americans. He 
will remain in the south for several days 
learning all he can about the cotton busi- 
ness and methods of manufacture. 

In personal appeararce there is nothing 
distinguishing about Mr. Yokoo. He is 
possessed of the small statue of his race, 
the pecullar orienta] cast of countenance 
and the general physical peculiarities of 
the Japanese. He wears European 
clothes and is immaculately neat in ap- 
pearancs. 

In conversation he is altogether charm- 
ing and speaks English fluently if with a 
decided accent.’ He is a college bred man 
and learned English, German and French 
when he was quite young. 

“Kobe is the cotton manufacturing cen- 
ter of Japan,”’ said Le to a Constitution 
reporter. “It is a city of 200,000 inhabi- 
tants and its cctton mills furnish em- 
ployment to a miajority of the poorer 
classes living in the outskirts of the city. 
My house is one of the largest in Kobe 
and we buy extensively in this Country 
and East India. Japan produces very lit- 
tle cotton—practically none, I might say 
—and its quality is poor. The staple is 
very short and it is not worth while to 
grow it. The East India cotton is cheap- 
er than the American variety and we buy 
quite extensively in that country, but 
its quality does not compare with the best 
that is grown in the southern states. 

“This is my first trip to America. I

I 
shall return to Japan with many new 
Japan is on the eve of a general 
awakening, and European methods are 
fast becoming general. English, French 
and German are taught in all the schools, 
but particular attention is paid to Eng- 
lish. The Japanese realize its importance 
as the universal medium of intercourse.
